Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)).. The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests.

AT CEDAR BEACH, CHARLOTTE, VERMONT: 


Dr. ROBERT W. CLARK, attached to the Armored Vehicle Research Laboratory of 
the U.S. Army at Fort Knox, Kentucky, as a Civilian Physiologist, advised 
‘that -he was Assistant to the Director at the Yale Aero Medical Research Unit 
at Yale University during the time Employee was there in 1944, about July to 
September. Dr. CLARK did not recall the exact dates. He advised that he had 
not known Employee prior to this time and that he has not been in contact with 
him since September 1944; that he has not been on intimate terms with Employee 
at any time. 


Dr. CIARK feels that he knows little concerning Employee, but knows nothing 
which might cause him to doubt Employee's loyalty.

TII. RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 
AT CORAL GABLYS, FLORIDA 


Dr. He. H. SHELDON, 442 Alminar Street, at the present time 
associated with the University of Miami, advised that SAMUGL ABRAHAM 
GORSON was employed as an instructor in Biology under his supervision 
at New York University, New York City, during about 1938 to 1940. 


Dy. SHELDON related while his recollection of CORSON As 
definite he had only a casual acquaintance with CORSON and ‘believes 
that his employnent at New York University was limited to one or at 
most two terms. He had no knowledge of CORSON's associates or ac- 
tivities outside this employment except as set out below. 


He recalled that entirely apart from the fact he considered 
as unsatisfactory CORSON's qualifications and the performance of his 
duties as instructor, he avoided any unnecessary association with 
CORSON because of his understanding that CORSCN subscribed to what he 
considered to be sbjectionable political theories and particularly 
that CORSON was a member of an organization the name of which he re- 
called ag the Association of or the American Soclety of Scientific 
Jjorkers.e while there were undoubted exceptions, membership in this 
organization, according to Dr. SHELDON, marked 4 person as one whose 
absolute loyalty to the United States Government would be open to 
question, 


Dre SHELDON was unable to specify any occurrences or 
situations to substantiate his feeling concerning CORSON and stated 
that his feelings undoubtedly resulted from a personal rather than 
a factual basis. Neither was he able to furnish any specific infor~ 
nation as to statements or activities by CORSON which would tend to 
prove or disprove his patriotism and loyalty to the United States 
Government.

In ‘connection with Dr. CORSON's attitude toward the United States, Dr. 
‘VISSCHER related there was nothing unusual or peculiar, and while Dr. CORSON 
was definitely not Communistic, he was sympathetic toward the Russian people. 
He stated that he believed CORSON's attitude and activities to be above 
‘Yeproech, and that CORSON was very much interested in fostering good relations 
with Russia. 


Dean MALCOIM WILLEY, Vice-President of the University of Minnesota, in charge 
of academic personnel, advised from his record that Dr. CORSON was in 
‘residence at the University of Minnesota from September 16, 1944, to July 15, 
1947, when his appointment was not renewed at the specific request of Dean 
WILLEY. He informed that it was brought to his attention by the Investigation 
and Protection Division at the University of Minnesota that ‘Dr. CORSON was 
responsible for defrauding the cafeteria at the Coffman Memorial Union out 

of small sums of money, and after thoroughly investigating the matter, he 

was certain that Dr. CORSON was guilty of chéating. As a result, he felt 

that CORSON could not be relied upon and refused to renew his appointment 
despite the fact that Dr. CORSON was working on an experiment which would 
require an additional six months to complete. He further said that when 

Dr. CORSON was asked to leave the University, it was found that he was in 
‘possession of a lerge quantity of University ‘property which was clearly 
identifiable inasmuch as Dr. CORSON had no valid excuse for having the property 
in his possession which, in effect, amounted to a larceny of University 
property on the part of Dr. CORSON. Dr. CORSON appeared to be very much 
dnterested in Russia and apparently attempted to promote Russian interest 

at all times. As an example, Dean WILLEY said that Dr. CORSON volunterily 
promoted a course in the Russian language, as well as a course in Contemporary 
‘Russian Civilization at the University of Minnesota without remuneration 

and did a tremendous amount of work in this regard of his own volition and 
not at the specific request of the University's administration. 


While Dean WILIEY had no specific information as to Dr. CORSON's membership 
in any orgenization such as the Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts 
Sciences and Professions and could not comment on Dr. CORSON’s loyalty, he 
nevertheless said that in view of his past experience with him, there was a 
very grave question in his mind as to Dr. CORSON's integrity and reliability. 


M. W. RIME, Investigation and Protection Division, University of Minnesota, 
advised that, from his records, on June 17, 1947, he received a complaint from 
the Food Services Division of the Coffman Memorial Union that the checks 
issued by the food checkers were not in agreement with the cash amounts 
received by the cashier, and that the daily cash receipts were approximately 
fifty to ninety cents short each day. An investigation was immediately under- 
taken by Mr. RIME and through investigation at the cafeteria on June 18, 19, 
20, and 23, 1947, it was determined that the cash registers were short 
forty-eight cents on each of those days. Through surveillance » it was 
na, determined that Dr. SAMUEL CORSON and his office assistant, Miss ELIZABETH 
/*-RADWAY, were going through the cafeteria line twice and on the second occasion 
‘were obtaining five cent checks for cups of coffee that were purchased. It 


‘was determined that they were then destroying the larger check and were paying 
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the smaller amounts for the coffee, and in each instance the shortage was in 
the ‘neighborhood of forty-eight cents. Mr. RIME specifically observed Dr. 
CORSON in this practice on June 18, 19, 20, and 23. On June 23rd, he had 
CORSON come to his office when he confronted him with this information, which 
CORSON denied. Thereafter, the matter was discussed with Dr. VISSCHER and 
Dean WILLEY. CORSON was informed that his appointment which expired on - 
July 15, 1947, would not be renewed and he was ordered to put his affairs in 
such order that he could immediately depart from the University. 


On August 19, 1947, when Mr. RIME noted that CORSON had not removed his effects 
from the University in accordance with the previous directive, he made a 
routine check of CORSON's office at 350 Millard Hall which disclosed forty- 
five crates for shipment, many of which contained numerous items of University 
property. A committee was then appointed, consisting of Dr. JOSEPH KING, 

and Dr. ALLEN HEMMINGWAY of the Physiology Department, as well as Mr, RIME, 

and twenty-six ‘boxes were opened and the material was identified as University 
property which Dr. CORSON had labeled for shipment by the Universal Cartage 

£ to himself at Howard University, Washington, D. C. Mr. RIME said 

that he ordered Dr. CORSON's office locked and the equipment impounded. There- 
after, an inventory was taken and it was found that hundreds of items were 

in Dr. CORSON's possession which were definitely identified as University 
‘property, including surgical instruments that had been teken from the University 
Hospital, as well as drugs, medicines, electric motors, fluorescent lights, 

and other equipment, the value of which was in excess of $5,000. 


On September 8, 1947, a letter was directed to Dr. CORSON by Dean WILLEY 

which advised ‘him that inasmuch as the University administration had decided 

it was the property of the University, he could not ship the property to the 
Howerd University. In the meantime it was determined that Dr. CORSON had 
shipped other material to Howard University and as a result C. B. HANSCOMB, 
Director of the Division, flew to Washington, D. C., where on September 16, 
1947, in the presence of Dr. CORSON, he opened a number of crates in the basement 
of Howard University, which had been shipped by Dr. CORSON, and therein he 

found additional equipment which was clearly identifiable as the property of 
the University of Minnesota. Included in this equipment was one Waring printing 
machine, a General Electric automotive heat control wnit, a 16 quart pressure 
cooker, and a Yard Arm fluorescent laboratory light. 


Mr. RIME also stated that after Dr. CORSON's departure from Minneapolis, he 
made inquiry of his former landlady, Mrs. W. J. STEICHEN, 2310 Stevens Avenue, 
Minneapolis, who furnished RIME with a quantity of literature and correspondence 
that Dr. CORSON had left with her for incineration at the time of his departure. 
Included therein were a number of information bulletins of the Bubassy of the 
USSR, which vere addressed to Dr. SAMUEL A. CORSON, Physiology Departnent, 
University of Minnesota. There was gleo included a letter from SAMUEL A. @RSON, 
dated November 17, 1944, to EDWIN SMILE, Executive Director of ‘the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Incorporated, 232 Madison Avenue, 

New York 16, New York, which reads as follows:

"Deer Mr. Saith: eONTDENTIAL 


"Since I saw you last in Washington at the executive committee 
meeting of the American Association of Scientific Workers, I moved 
to Yale and from there to Minnesota where I decided to settle down 
Yor a while. 


"I have been here for only two months, but I did manage to rejuvenate 
the local Council of American-Soviet Friendship and to organize 4 
branch of the American Soviet Medical Society. ‘The latter is planning 
to hold the first public meeting early in December at which time I 
have been asked to give a talk on the organization of Soviet Science, 
particularly medical science. If you have any material on the 

subject which you could send, I shall be very grateful. In particular, 
I should like to have some figures on the budgets for scientific 
research and education as related to the total state budget. 


“During my sojourn at Yale University last swamer, the Yale Medical 
Society at my suggestion invited Dr. Lebedenko for a lecture. ‘The 
secretary of the Society, myself and Dr. John F. Fulton, head of the 
Yale Physiology Department wrote to Lebendko, but so far neither one 
of ws received any reply whatsoever. Dr. Fulton is one of the most 
prominent and most influential of American physiologists and this 
rather peculiar neglect has made a bad impression. Knowing,Dr. 
Lebedenko, I strongly suspect that it is the fault of his secretary. 
Since Dr. Lebedenko is looked upon as a representative of Soviet 
Medicine, something should be done about the undiplomatic apd 
embarrassing behavior of his secretary. JI have heard similar stories 
about her from several independent sources. I think that it might 
be worth your while to bring this to the personal attention of Dr. 
Lebedenko. At any rate, I hope that he will write to Dr. Fulton and 
explain the situation to hin. 


"Could you tell me -who is the chairman of your committee on Science 
and what are the present plans of the committee? J think that it is 
time to broaden the composition of the committee to include men 
outside the East. ‘Since I am keenly interested in this work, and 
since I have heard nothing about its activities, I am justified in 
essuming that nothing much was done.

There was also attached a letter dated November 24, 1944, from EDWIN S. SMITH, 
Executive Director of the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship ) anc., 
in which he gaid that he had communicated with Dr. IEBEDENKO. There was also

Dr. ALLEN HEMMINGWAY, Department of Physiology, Millard Hall, University of 
Minnesota, advised he had likewise been a member of the steff with Dr. CORSON 
for a period of three years. During that time he had never learned anything 
as to the activity in which Dr. CORSON was engaged, nor the identity of any 
persons with whom he associated. He said that Dr. CORSON was very secretive 
and ‘was resentful of any one that asked of his affairs. To his knowledge, 
Dr. CORSON never associated with anyone in the Physiology Department with the 
possible exception of Dr. VISSCHER. 


Dr. HEMMINGWAY said that it was his impression ‘that Dr. CORSON was not 
interested in physiology, but was purely interested in Russia, judging from 
the numerous newspaper articles that appeared concerning Dr. CORSON and his 
promotion of the Russian language and Russian culture. Dr. HEMMINGWAY said 
that while he had no information concerning Dr. CORSON's loyalty, nevertheless 
he felt that he was intellectually and morally dishonest, based in part upon 
the fact that he had been instrumental in cataloging various University 
equipment thet had been found in Dr. CORSON's possession, and consequently 

he would not be inclined to trust Dr. CORSON ‘in any regard. 


DALE SHEPARD, Manager, Campus Club, Coffman Memorial Union, University of 
Minnesota, advised Dr. CORSON had resided at the Campus Club for a period of 
several months when he first came to the University in the fall of 1944, and 
during that time appeared to have no associates on the campus. DALE SHEPARD 
said he knew little of CORSON's activity and nothing that would in any way 
reflect on his loyalty. 


Mrs. W. J. STEICHEN, 2310 Stevens Avenue, Minneapolis, advised that Dr. 
CORSON and his wife MOLLA, with their young son, had resided at her home 
‘in an apartment on the second floor from November, 1944 to July, 1947. She 
said that while he had a number callers at his apartment, his closest 
essociates appeared to be yf and his wife BESS; » and RALPH 
PERRY, all of whom seemed to have some connection with the film industry. 
“She said that during the time he resided there, he had few discussions with 
her and she knew nothing that would in any way reflect on his loyalty.
